The Region of Peel voted 
to cover the security costs 
for certain public events 
for a one-year grace period 
to give organizers a chance 
to deal with the added 
costs, but the money allo- 
cated was based on 2016 
numbers; which have gone 
up since. 

Covering the shortfall 
between what the Region 
allocated for one recent 
event, and the amount of 
cash provided for organiz- 
ers left Parrish scrambling 
to make up the difference. 
Mississauga’s staff tells 
Peel Weekly News, the dif- 
ference is about $5,000.

Peel police are pushing 
back against claims of 
wastefu and costly 
staffing of officers on road 
construction sites and pa- 
rades.

Obama. Wynne, under whom 
he has served as Finance 
Minister since 2013, was ab- 
sent. 

A giant banner outside his 
office on Lakeshore Rd. west 


of Cawthra features Sousa 
aaa! a backdrop of throngs 
of smiling people, none of 
whom named Wynne. When 
asked about it later, Sousa of- 
fered no explanation for why 
Wynne was nowhere to be 
seen, but said he stands by 
her. 

“I support Kathleen Wynne 
and am proud to be a mem- 
ber of the Liberal team. We 
have worked closely together 
over the past 5 years and I 
look forward to campaigning 
alongside her leading up to 
the June 7 election.”

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Carbon tax fight won’t hurt Liberal re-election bid, says Spengemann

Mounting opposition to Ot- 
tawa’s carbon tax plans won't 
hurt Liberal re-election 
chances next year, says Mis- 
sissauga-Lakeshore MP Sven 
Spengemann. 

“T don’t believe so,” said the 
first-term MP at Charles 
Sousa’s campaign launch on 
Saturday. 

“First of all, we need to rec- 
ognize that 80 per cent of the 


Canadian population already 
lives in a jurisdiction in which 
there is a price on carbon,” he 
said. 

Ontario has a carbon pric- 
ing scheme in place, which is 
intended to penalize the use 
of fossil fuels in order to en- 
courage more ‘green’ energy 
consumption. 

Advocates for the levy, in- 
cluding Spengemann, argue 


higher pump prices due to 
carbon taxes are necessary so 
that ‘green’ energy sources 
are “taken seriously.” 

“Unless we take steps to 
move into an environment 
where alternate, renewable 
forms of energy are taken se- 
riously, it’s going to be too 
late to catch up.” 

Ontario PC Leader Doug 
Ford has vowed to fight car- 


bon taxes, which consumers 
have blamed for rising prices 
of goods and services includ- 
ing energy. He says he'll pull 
Ontario out of its cap-and- 
trade market with Quebec 
and California. 

A recent poll by Ipsos 
found almost three-quarters 
of Ontarians believe carbon 
taxes are a tax grab. 

Another survey found a 


sharp uptick in opposition to 
Trudeau’s policies and along 
with it, the percentage of 
Canadians who would not 
even consider voting Liberal. 

Spengemann says it’s really 
about facing up to climate 
change. 

“Canadians are on a major- 
ity basis, of the view that cli- 
mate change is real, that the 
floods, disasters, the fires the 


droughts that we see are all 
manifestations of climate 
change that we have to take 
seriously.” 

Some critics of carbon pric- 
ing believe climate change is 
real, but think the tax is the 
cash-strapped government’s 
way of raising money for 
other things. 

If Ford and Alberta Conser- 
vative leader Jason Kenney 
are elected, they're expected 
to join Saskatchewan and 
possibly other provinces in 
mounting a constitutional 
challenge against the 
Trudeau government, claim- 
ing carbon taxes are being 
imposed in violation of 
provincial jurisdiction. 

According to the federal 
government, Canada’s green- 
house gas emissions account 
for about 1.6 per cent of the 
world’s output. 

In 2014, Australia repealed 
its wildly unpopular carbon 
tax after just two years, 
claiming the levy cost jobs, 
hurt business and unfairly 
burdened consumers. 

Global CO2 emissions have 
been falling since 2012 any- 
way, despite the fact most 
countries have no tax on car- 
bon. 
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Torstar could be big loser if Ford defeats Wynne

Most Ontario media out- 
lets saw ad_ revenues 
shrink last year, but there 
was one bright spot for 
them - the Wynne govern- 
ment spent lots of our 
money telling Ontarians 
what a great job they were 
doing. 

As the Auditor General 
pointed out in her most re- 
cent report, “the govern- 
ment spent more than $58 
million on advertising— 
the most since the 
2006/07 fiscal year.” 

It was also the first year 
new watered-down gov- 
ernment-advertising rules 
went into effect which, ac- 
cording to the AG, "weak- 
ened our Office’s authority 
to ensure that public 
money is not spent on ad- 
vertising that gives the 
government a partisan ad- 
vantage.” 

As a result, “a sizeable 
proportion—just over 
30%—was for advertise- 
ments we believe had as 
their primary goal to foster 
a positive impression of 
the government party,” 
Lysyk wrote. 


In dollar terms, of the 
$58m the government 
spent on _ advertising, 
around $17.4m would not 
have been allowed a year 
earlier. 

“Although we were re- 
quired to approve these 
ads as compliant under 
the amended Act, we 
noted that they would not 
have passed our review 
under the original Act— 
and therefore would not 
have been broadcast or 
printed.” 

The taxpayer’s loss was a 
gain for money losing 
media companies like 
Torstar, which benefited 
from the government 
largess on both its digital 
and _ beleaguered print 
platform. 

Despite the windfall 
courtesy of Ontario tax- 
payers, the company is 
still bleeding red ink. It 
posted a loss of $14.5 mil- 
lion in the first quarter 
ending March 31, 2018, al- 
beit a smaller one than the 
$24.3 million loss a year 
earlier. 

The company’s particu- 


larly cozy relationship 
with the Liberal govern- 
ment is on the bubble, 
given polls suggesting 
Doug Ford will win the 
election handily on June 7. 

On the day after the elec- 
tion was called, as if on 
cue, Torstar stock went 
into free fall, tumbling 18 
per cent in two days. 

If Ford makes good on 
his promise to appoint an 
independent auditor to go 
through the “cooked” Lib- 
eral books, the recently 
beefed up ad revenues and 
reduced public oversight 
into how those dollars 
were spent, will no doubt 
come under increased 
scrutiny. 

A tighter fiscal ship 
under a Ford government 
could prove costly for 
Torstar in particular, given 
the history of bitterness 
and accusations of harass- 
ment against the paper by 
the Ford brothers leading 
up to Rob Ford’s death in 
2016. 

Three year’s before Rob’s 
death, Doug Ford told a 
room full of journalism 


students, “Let’s talk about 
the Toronto Star.” 
“Everyone says don’t get 
in a fight with people that 
buy ink by the barrel and 
paper by the ton. My the- 


ory is, don’t get in a fight 
with two guys that are will- 
ing to come after you and 
hold you to account.” 

One of “those guys” is 
very much alive, and un- 


fortunately for Torstar, is 
favoured to be the next 
premier. 

If that happens, the new 
accounting may not be to 
the Star’s liking.

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Affordable housing project takes root in Mississauga city centre

Nearly 300 units of af- 
fordable housing will be cre- 
ated throughout Peel to help 
subsidize the cost homebuy- 
ers, with the help of $44 
million in funding from the 
province. 

The announcement was 
made earlier this month at 
an event held by Daniels 
Corporation, which is spear- 
heading efforts in Missis- 
sauga to build 174 units at 
their 23-acre development, 
located at 360 City Centre 
Drive. 

“(This project) will give 
individuals and families the 
opportunity to reach their 
full potential,” said Missis- 
sauga-East MP _ Dipika 
Damerla, who spoke at the 
event along with represen- 
tatives from Daniels and 
other politicians. 

One building of Daniels’ 


two-tower development, lo- 
cated adjacent to the Living 
Arts Centre, will be geared 
towards offering affordable 
units, market-rate units and 
rent-geared-to-income 
units. 

Additionally, more than 
120 affordable units will be 
offered at sites throughout 
Peel, including the Region’s 
Condominium Acquisition 
Project (78 units), the May- 
field West Seniors Apart- 
ment in Caledon (60 units) 
and Brampton’s Main and 
Market complex (6 units). 

The Region also con- 
tributed more than $66 mil- 
lion to the projects through 
the Investment in Afford- 
able Housing Program. 

"The need for affordable 
housing in Peel continues to 
grow, making it a priority of 
Council to increase afford- 


able housing for residents,” 
said Peel Regional Chair 
Frank Dale. 

The new developments 
and other investments were 
highlighted as _ strategies 
previously identified in the 
Region's long-term housing 
and homelessness plan, 
‘Home for All.’ 

“(The project) supports 
our long-term outcomes 
that affordable housing is 
available to all residents and 
homelessness is prevented,” 
he said. 

“The Region looks for- 
ward to ongoing partner- 
ships with the federal and 
provincial governments, our 
local municipalities, the pri- 
vate sector and the commu- 
nity to increase affordable 
housing and create safe and 
connected communities.” 

The Region of Peel used 


IAH funding to purchase in- 
dividual units in condo- 
minium developments 
throughout the region. 

Under the IAH, both the 
province and federal gov- 
ernment is investing $1.9 
billion into affordable hous- 
ing initiatives throughout 
Ontario. 

The announcement was 
also lauded by local politi- 
cians including Mayor Bon- 
nie Crombie, who said that 
housing affordability is a 
priority for the City. 

“(This) is fundamental to 
a healthy, inclusive and sus- 
tainable community,” she 
said in a statement. “This 
new development supports 
our City's goal of making 
housing affordable for all by 
ensuring that a range of 
units geared to all income 
levels is made available.” 


Daniels Vice- 
President Martin 
Blake, who was on- 
hand for the cere- 
mony said that he 
was happy to see all 
levels of govern- 
ment collaborating 
to bring more af- 
fordable housing to 
the community, 
and said that it 
aligns with their 
development goals. 

“This public-pri- 
vate partnership 
demonstrates the 
success of how well 
affordable and 
market housing can 
co-exist, fostering 
inclusiveness, and 
is what we as city- 
builders want to 
continue doing in 
our communities."

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Powerline Safety Week kicks off in Mississauga 


Mississauga’s Electrical 
Safety Authority kicked off 
“Powerline Safety Week” on 
Tuesday with a set of guide- 
lines to help local residents be 
mindful of electrical hazards 
posed by outdoor powerlines, 
which can be accidentally 
ripped out during outdoor 
work and can cause serious in- 
jury or death. 

"Electricity is an unforgiving 
force that can kill or injure in 
the blink of an eye," chief pub- 
lic safety officer Scott Saint 
said earlier this week. "All it 
takes is one careless moment 
to change your life and the 
lives of your family and 
friends." 

Over a 10-year period, there 
were more than 1,300 over- 
head powerline contacts in 
Ontario resulting in a total of 
23 deaths, with many more se- 
riously injured by burns. 

ESA’s weeklong safety blitz 
is reminding residents to be 
mindful of overhead power- 
lines when doing work at 
home or on the job. 

In May 2017, a Peterborough 


man died after contacting an 
overhead powerline while he 
was helping his neighbour 
trim a tree. Later that summer, 
a telecommunications worker 
was killed on the job. 

"(This week) is an opportu- 
nity to remind Ontarians that 
activities as simple as cleaning 
the eavestroughs or doing 
landscaping can turn deadly if 
they don't respect the power," 
said Saint. 

"Just getting too close to a 
powerline can kill you or cause 
serious injury." 

The ESA has released some 


pte to help residents be mind- 
ful of powerlines: 

1. Before starting any out- 
door job, first look up, look out 
and locate the powerlines. 
Keep track of where they are as 
you move around your yard. 

2. Stay back three metres 
from all powerlines — includ- 
ing keeping tools such as lad- 
ders or pruners out of reach. 
Coming too close to the wires 
can cause electricity to jump or 
"arc" to you or your tools. 

3. Never attach, drape or 
brace anything on a powerline. 
Never grab a line for balance

when working at heights. 

4. Carry ladders, pruners 
and other long equipment hor- 
izontally, not vertically. 

5. Plant trees away from 
overhead powerlines and call 
Ontario One Call before you 
dig to ensure underground ca- 
bles and other utility-owned 
equipment are located and 
marked. 

The ESA is headquartered 
on Matheson Road in Missis- 
sauga, and acts as an adminis- 
trative authority for the 
province.

Fire crews will be ran- 
domly visiting Caledon 
homes throughout the year 
until Oct. 14, 2018, during 
weekday evenings and on 
weekends. 

Fire crews will be sharing 
a range of resources and 
tips with residents, as well 
as open up a dialog for resi- 
dents to pose questions re- 
garding fire safety in their 
communities. 

This initiative attempts to 
take a proactive approach to 
fire safety whilst maintain- 
ing alignment with Cale- 
don's stance regarding fire 
safety, which revolves 
around the key principle of 
"prevention rather than 


cure”. 

“Education is a key com- 
ponent of home safety, and 
over the next several 
months, fire crews will de- 
liver the message of being 
proactive rather than reac- 
tive,” said Fire Chief Darryl 
Bailey, who spoke about the 
initiative last week.

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Health and Wellness - Understanding the Heart

What is the heart and what 
does it do? 

The heart is a muscular 
organ which functions as the 
body’s circulatory a It 
pumps deoxygenated blood 
through the veins and deliv- 
ers it to the lungs for oxy- 
genation before pumping it 
into the various arteries pro- 
viding oxygen and nutrients 
to our body's tissues. 

The human heart depend- 
ing on age is about the size of 
an adult's closed fist and 
weighs 7 - 15 ounces. 

Amazing, isn’t it? 

The average adult heart 
beats approximately 72 times 
a minute; 100,000 times a 
day; 3,600,000 times a year; 
and 2.5 billion times during a 
lifetime. 

ey day, the heart creates 
enough energy to drive a 
truck 20 miles. In a lifetime, 
that is equivalent to driving to 
the moon and back. 

During an average lifetime, 
the heart will pump nearly 1.5 
million barrels of blood — 
enough to fill 200 train tank 
cars. It is a huge function of 
our physical body. 

So, what else do we say 
about the heart? 


The heart is connected to 
our emotional health. In the 
Chakra system, it is located at 
the breastbone — the middle 
of a hug and the sign of the 
cross; our greatest feeling of 
tears of loneliness, fear, love, 
etc.; where we hold a baby’s 
head when cuddling; and so 
much more. 

It is the center of love in the 
most innocent way. It is the 
centre where our inner child 
lives. In the back, it is the 
middle of the upper back 
where we are hurt or we feel 
like we are being stabbed in 
the back.

When we are happy and 
full of confidence and love, 
we walk taller and our breast- 
bone extends forward. Our 
chin is up and our eyes are 
open and seeing what is 
around. What a difference! 

Try extending your breast- 
bone forward and see how 
you feel. It may feel strange 
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at first but with practice, it 
will be easier. 

We need to keep our chin 
up and not miss all the won- 
derful things there are in the 
world to love and experience. 

How often have we read or 
heard a beautiful writing or 
song and been swept away 
with it? It usually is felt more 


here. 

We connect through the 
heart. A beautiful saying is 
“Sometimes the heart sees 
what is invisible to the eye,” 
by H. Jackson Brown, Jr. 

I remember hearing many 
years ago about a war time 
orphanage who had so many 
very small children from ba- 
bies to toddlers. 

No matter how well they 
took care of them, they con- 
tinued fo . oe and over 
again, they kept dying. 

Then they ined: a woman 
who just went around hold- 
ing and cuddling them. They 
stopped dying. They needed 
more than just food and care 
— they needed someone to 
love them. 

We have a day, Valentine’s 
Day, for everyone to express 
love. Even elementary school 
children are taught to cele- 
brate this day by telling 
everyone that they love them 
and it’s alright to do that. 
What a concept! 

“Only do what your heart 
tells you,” Princess Diana 
once said. Another aspect of 
the heart is to follow your 
heart.

The nominations for Bramp- 
ton-Centre and Mississauga- 
Centre, conducted under 
former PC Party of Ontario 
leader Patrick Brown, were 
overturned as a first order of 
business by the newly-elected 
PCPO leader Doug Ford. 

In Mississauga-Centre, such 
a swapout actually occurred 
twice. Successor parachute 
nominee Tanya Granic Allen 
proved to be strong, but was 
not a candidate deemed fit by 
the party to represent its inter- 
ests on that riding’s ballot. 

Of concern - the external 
rules of engagement for parties 
and all-candidates' meetings 


seem to be slipping, at least on 
the local level. 

PC candidates are noticeably 
absent without much apology 
from any of the sparsely-avail- 
able forums called by a last 
stand of stalwart community 
groups. 

Without media availability in 
a public forum, a candidate's 
time is better spent out on the 
hustings to try to meet the pub- 
lic, or in the back rooms, to se- 
cure e-day electoral success 
vote by vote, buck by buck. 

Sadly - and regrettably - the 
tules of engagement for main- 
stream media have changed. 
What was once a public plat- 
form fit for discourse at a work- 
place or a workout or a famil 
clan gathering has eapcmied. 

In Peel, nearly 1.5 million 
people enjoy only a splintering 
of a public platform for next- 
gen on-line newspapers, and 
no common broadcast radio or 
television station. 

What passes for widely dis- 
tributed print media simply 
passes into the blue bin. Adver- 
tisers must be roiling. 

It turns out that social media 
isn't really social, because it is 
cliquish and self-affirming. 

Don't like an alternate view- 
poe Simply don't "like", and 

rthermore "block". 

Mother's Day is a rule of en- 


gagement which impacted 
neatly everyone in Peel Region 
this past week, even more than 

ou might think. Moms of all 

inds have a better chance in 
Peel, more than other places, to 
hold a decision-making role in 
politics or in upper manage- 
ment, either in business or in 
government. 

Some of these local moms 
are mayors, school board 
chairs, police services leaders, 
public servants and charitable 
agency leads. Some of these 
moms now have grandchil- 
dren. 

What all of these leadership 
moms know is that Peel Region 
- on almost every measure - is 
persistently underfunded per 


cial service

capita compared to every other 
municipality in Ontario. 

One rule of thumb you need 
to know about engagement is 
this: If momma ain't happy, 
ain't nobody happy. And if 
grandma ain't happy -- you 
better run ! 

Like any mama bear with 
cubs under threat, these are 
a mad. And they are res- 
olute. 

Mississauga Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie was bold to speak on 
behalf of colleague Mayors in a 
"May the 4th be with you" mo- 
ment during a political leaders' 
forum convened by Ontario for 
All, an alliance of agency serv- 
ice providers. 

Not as a badge, but as an un- 
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derpinning, Crombie is a 
mother whose three children 
are now adults. Crombie stated 
the obvious to potential leaders 
of the next government. 

"Downloading costs [of so- 
cial services] to municipalities 
will not solve the problem. We 
simply do not have the means 
or the tools to address these is- 
sues." 

Under the current govern- 
ment formula, residential and 
other tax revenue only gener- 
ates the municipality 8 cents 
for every total tax dollar col- 
lected. 

Much more is done with 
much less here in Peel, than in 
other places. Survival of the 
fittest entails that the rules of 


engagement are different in 
Peel Region. 

The fittest of a species is not 
necessarily the strongest or 
most robust one in physique. 

In his Theory of Evolution, 
biologist Charles Darwin ac- 
knowledged that the fittest 
species is the one most able to 
adapt. The adaptation not only 
ensures survival of the adaptive 
generation, but carries forward 
to assure that future genera- 
tions thrive. 

In Peel, it’s important to en- 
gage in soft collaborations and 
consensus-building which flies 
close to the ground and very 
off-radar. 

The highest-ranked decision 
makers pay attention to the 
lowest-status voices ,who can 
get a platform at the Peel Re- 
gion Poverty Reduction Strat- 
egy Committee. 

The fittest in Peel have found 
a way to communicate between 
and around government silos, 
to focus on a common goal for 
the future, and persist in com- 
municating via a common 
medium.

OPP Gun Amnesty Initiative secures Hundreds of 
unwanted Weapons 


The results are in - On- 
tario's province-wide gun 
amnesty initiative has yielded 
hundreds of unwanted 
weapons and thousands of 
rounds of ammunition 
throughout the month-long 
amnesty campaign. 

The OPP and its municipal 
law enforcement partners op- 
erate a Gun Amnesty program 
annually, offering residents 
the opportunity for the safe 
surrender of unwanted 
weapons and ammunition 
under certain regulations. 

In a statement last week, 
the police force announced the 
results of 2018's gun amnesty 
program, in which a total of 
1,503 guns were voluntarily 
surrendered throughout the 
month of April. 


Further program yields in- 
cluded the accompaniment of 
12,615 pieces of ammunition 
surrendered to authorities. 

In a statement regarding 
the programs successful yields, 
OPP Commissioner J.V.N 
(Vince) Hawkes expressed his 
pride in the program's results. 

"I'm so proud of the col- 
laboration demonstrated by 
members of the OPP and all of 
our municipal partners during 
the gun amnesty. The results 
clearly show the public was en- 
paged and supported our com- 

ined efforts to reduce the 
number of firearms, acces- 
sories, and ammunition in 
their communities, which then 
enhances public and police of- 
ficer safety," he said. 

The majority of firearms 


obtained through the gun 
amnesty initiative are sched- 
uled to be destroyed; however, 
certain items will be retained 
for historical, educational or 
training purposes. 

Despite the end of the 
campaign, police say they are 
still accepting gun submissions 
from the public. 

Interested gun owners are 
asked to call the OPP at 1-888- 
310-1122 or contact their local 
police service's non-emer- 
gency line to arrange safe re- 
trieval of unwanted weapons. 

Police have encouraged 
the continued surrender of un- 
wanted weapons and ask that 
residents not deliver guns, am- 
munition or military ordi- 
nance directly to police 
facilities.
